No detailed plan has yet been worked out for the lying in state of the bodv in Wash­ 
ington nor for tbe funeral later, expected to be at Marion, Ohio., tbe former home of the Hardings. 
Tbe train will go over the central or overland mute, via Sacramento, Reno, Cheyenne, Ogden, Oma­ 
ha. Chicago and thence by the Baltimore and Ohio to Washington. 
WILL MAKE FEW STOPS 
It will slow down at stations where people gather to pay a last silent tribute. Thera will be no stops 
except those incident to tram operation. 
At l l a. rn. today no definite arrangements had been made regarding the brief funeral service which, 
it was announced, would precede removal of the remains from the hotel to the train. This service probably 
will consist of only a prayer offered by a San Francisco minister and then, escorted by a guard of honor 
of four young marines, the casket will be placed in a hearse.

trade conditions in th at 
country 
says: 
“The recent agreem ent on term s 
for the repaym ent 
of 
Finland’s 
debt to the United States and the 
paym ent of the lirat installm ent of 
Interest in June calls attention to 
the steady 
improvement 
In 
the 
statu s of this country in the few 
years since its independence was 
attained. Finland Is the first coun­ 
try to follow the lead of the British 
governm ent 
in 
negotiating 
for 
terras of settlem ent of its indebt­ 
edness. 
The debt itself, funded at 
nine million dollars, had its origin 
in postwar purchases of grain from 
the United States grain corpora­ 
tion. 
The payment will he made 
under 
approximately 
the 
same 
term s as were outlined 
for 
the 
British war debt. 
“The basis of Finland’s industry 
and trade and necessary 
support 
for Its agriculture are furnished by 
the great forest resources which, 
after those of Russia, are the most 
extensive in Europe. 
“W ater resources in Finland form 
both an asset and a liability. Thou­ 
sands of lakes, frequently connect­ 
ed by a network of small stream s, 
cover about one-tenth of the sur­ 
face of the country. 
The area of 
m arshland, some of it suitable for 
agriculture 
lf 
drained, 
together 
with 
barren 
and 
water-covered 
areas, is estim ated at about 30 per 
cent of the total surface 
of 
the 
country. 
On the other hand, the 
numerous stream s, rapids and wa­ 
terfalls offer an opportunity for ex­ 
tensive power development. 
This 
when fully employed will largely 
com pensate for the lack of coal de­ 
posits. 
Already over half the mo­ 
tive power used In Finnish Indus­ 
tries is derived from the rapids, 
and the maximum that can be de­ 
veloped when the stream s are at 
their highest is estim ated 
to 
be 
about 11,000,000 h. p. Central pow­ 
er stations, capable of transm itting 
power hundreds of miles, have re­ 
cently been built. The government 
owns im portant water-powor prop­ 
erties, including the great fall at 
Im atra. 
“The Industrialization of Finland 
which has been pushed forward so 
rapidly in recent years and espe­ 
cially during the war, can be car­ 
ried still further. The basis of the 
possibility is a large supply of a 
single raw m aterial (wood), ample 
power 
resources, 
and 
excellent 
transportation facilities—sufficient 
foundation for stable economic de­ 
velopment. 
There is an evident 
disposition to consider the revival 
of trade with Russia the key to 
Finland’s full prosperity, but in the

Our hearts are tad and tender, sad that the 
gentle and kindly man who was oar Chief should 
have been taken, tender for his dear ones whose 
grief no words of ours coaid ever assuage. 
His passing brings to this nation and to the 
whole world a Iou that can never be replaced. 
And yet, even in death he is a factor for good; 
his gentleneu lives on, makes us all gentler. 
The name of Warren G. Harding will be al­ 
ways on the lips of men. 
It was be who sum­ 
moned to the capital of this nation leaders of 
the world that they might devise some means 
of making war leu apt to occur.
